At times, these swats 
to the roar were delivered in 
‘response to blatant disrespect; oth- 
ers, to interrupt a behavior that was 
either dangerous (i.e. running 
toward. the street) or outrageous (i.e.

As a young parent. I believed that 
spankings-eould-be-persuasive.-l- 
- eventually realized, however, that in 
and of themselves^ spankings 
accomplished ncxi-to-holhTng.

A child will “immunize" to frequent 
spankings, at which; point they will 
be meaningless, not to mention inef- 
fectual. 

Spankings arc generally more 
"useful" with children who arc 
excitable and active. There arc times 
when nothing short of forceful 
drama will reach these very driven, 
unfocused children.' And'thcrc'ure 
times when these children need to be 
"reached" quickly: O 


Spank with your hand. only, and 
"only to the child’s rear end; The 
hand can be used more spontaneous- 
ly; the hand is more personal; and 
the hand helps; prevent one from 
going "overboard.” 

One or two swats is sufficient to 
our purposes. Remember, you’re 
simply terminating a behavior and 
securing the child’s attention. 
You’re not trying to scourgc thc 
child of "badness" or beat some les- 
son Into Him. . 

Spank as a first resort. The more 
you let your frustration build, the 
more likely it is' that you will go too 
fur. 

Spank in "anger." A sudden pop 
to the rear should definitely commu- 


nicate disapproval., Ah, but If you_ 
spank as a first resort then it’s highly 
.unlikely that you'll be in a rage. 

Always follow a spanking with a 
stem message and a consequence. 
Remember, folks, that’s the disci- 
pline, and discipline is the purpose, 
not pain.
